I fear that I have already too long ob- 
truded on your indulgence. The princi- 
pies I profess, must plead my apelogy. 
Feeling conscious of the correctness of 
those principles, and relying upon your 
liberality, I shall proceed to the considera- 
tion of the conduct of the majority of the 
legislature, and of the extraordinary meas- 
ures taken by their partisans with refer- 
ence to the late election. 

At an early period of the last session of 
the Legislature, a majority passed a vote 
of approbation of the embargo. The pres- 
sure of this pernicious measure, at that 
time, was not fully felt ; and it was sup- 
posed by many, that it would not long con- 
tinue. The various supplements to the 
original law, and the declarations of those 
who were inthe confidence of the Execu- 
tive, soon produced a conviction to the 
contrary.—$ The embargo became extreme- 
ly odious. The majority had committed 
themselves. Their popularity was at ha- 
zard. To counteract the effects of their 
imprudent vote, an expedient was resort- 
ed to, worthy their character. . An act was 
passed for loaning $450,000 of the money 
of the Prorie to the Peop.e of this state. 
The public treasury was exhausted. The 
sum was to be borrowed from the banks at 
the rate of 6 per cent, and loaned at seven. 
To obtain loans, real estate, double the 
value of the sum borrowed (exclusive of 
buildings) was to be pledged, free from ail 
incumbrances. ‘Ihe act was specious in 
appearance, but delusive in effect. The 
man of independent real estate, although 
he might feel the pressure of the embargo, 
could bear it without the interposition of 
pubiic relief—The mechanic, the trader, 
the labourer, who were all in a great degree 
by it foreclosed from the benefits that 
might be derived from their industry, and 
who in general do not own large real pro- 
perties, are excluded from the provisicns 
of this benevolent law. The owner of land, 
has the produce of his own soil to furnish 
him support. The mechanic must pur- 
chuse that support with the labor of his 
hands. The articles of his labor, com- 
mand no money in consequence of the em- 
barvo. lle suffers. He is distressed. He 
hears of this law, authorizing aloan. He 
examines it, and finds in it no relief. 
What must be his feelings? Will not in 
all probabuity his language be as follows: 
* ‘The embargo has cut off a great portion 
“of the profits of my labour am 
distressed In consequence of it. The 
legislature have enacted a law, un@er 
pretence of relieving suiferers. I have 
no lands and cannot be relieved, under 
this compassionate law. Ll am poor, and

lection, applications might be invited. Am- 
biguous promises might be made. It is 


needless to sey more. The object intend 
ed by this legislative artifice, was not ene 
tirely defeated. It had an impression in 
some parts of the state. The result of the 
election, however, proved that there was 
yet a suuicient stock of virtue among the 
people, to save the republic from despair, 
flad the law been followed by the effects 
contemplated by its authors,* a precedent 
of corruption would have been established, 
that might be pursued by abler men to the 
complete ruin of public morality. 

Upon the same principle, was passed a 
law, really intended to secure the votes of 
the sailorsin New-York. These people 
were seriously affected by the embargo- 
Their sentiments had been strongly and 
pdistinctly expressed with all the eloquence 
of distress. Many were reduced to extreme 
want. To prevent them from throwing 
their weight into the opposite scale, the 
majority of the legislature carried a law, 
ostensibly calculated for their relief, but in 
fact intenied to imfluence the election. 
The sum of $100,000 is appropriated to 
|. employ sailors, kc. ‘This sum is commit- 
ted to the direction of the governor. He 
appoints his ayents in the business of em- 
ploying sailors. ‘Thisis all done before the 
election. The object of the legislature is 
not only to relieve, but also convert. De- 
mocratic charity is not extended to the ob- 
siinate. Those, then, who might refuse 
to give the strongest assurance of theit 
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faith, would be left to enjoy the comforta- 
ble prospect of increasing distress ; anda 
permanent embargo. ‘Lhe “ first great 
ruling passion is to eat ;”’ and the terrors of 
starvation are more horrible than those of 
war. To what extent this expedient has 
operated, I will not pretend to determine. 
In all probability the party who adopted, 
consider it an admirable streke of policy. 
For my part I hesitate not to predict the 
ruin of that cause, when such extraoraima- 
ry means are employed in }ts support. —

The 
very life-blood of the constitution will be polluted, 
and circulate in impure streams throughout the 
whole system

SUMAC K, 


The season is advancing for collecting 
sumack.—Large quantities of this article 
s0 important in the manufacture of Moroc- 
co Leather, have hitherto been imported 
from Europe, at double the price for 
which it may be collected in this country, 
where it is native, growing spontaneous- 
ly in every part of the U. States. The an- 
nual supplies of Sumack collected in this 

country have never equalled the consump- 
tion, recource hes corsequently been al- 
ways hadto Europe. Yet nospecies of labor 
has afforded the farmers more pron, nor any 
th ing more easily collected and prepared ; 
this article now sells current at sixty dollars 
per ton, of which two boys from 10 to 15 
years oF age may colle ct a ton per day 
where it grows plentifully. 
The method of collecting and preparing 
Sumack is simple, and may be accomplish- 
ed by any farmer; it consists merely of 
stripping the bush of ail the branches con- 
taining leaves only, these are spread out 
and made like hay, and when sufficiently 
dry so as not to heat, it is put intoa barn on 
stacks, after which it is put into the tanner’s 
bark mill and ground fine and sifted from 
the stems, in this state it is put into bags or 
casks and sold to the manuiacturer or mer 
chant. 

Sumack is a bush or Bx nt 
most every where on barren er une 
lands ; it bears a larre} 
which however , ot suffered to mix 
with the leaves. The time of collecting ou- 
mack commences from the 15th June and 
continues till frost, the col-
